Earthenware. The total value of the china and earthenware 
imported into Egypt in 1905 amounted to £E78,127, as compared 
with £E88,313 in 1904. The chief sources of supply were :— 
Germany, 1904, £E27,150, 1905, £H23,535; Austria-Hungary, 
1904, ££14,379, 1905, £E13,599 ; France, 1904, £10,454, 1905, 
£E12,045; Belgium, 1904, £H18,603, 1905, £11,882; United 
Kingdom, 1904, £E10,175, 1905, £E8,240 ; Italy, 1904, £E3,257, 
1905, £E4,314. 

The ware imported for the natives is of a primitive type, 
being generally of coarse and heavy appearance, especially as 
regards ornamentation. The articles mainly in demand among 
the Arabs are: — 

Rice plates—These plates are nearly semi-spherical in form, 
measuring from 19 to 48 centimetres in diameter, either white or 
decorated with bright colours. They are imported from Belgium 
and Germany. 

Egyptian dishes with covers, about 22 centimetres in diameter ; 
the covers are plain or decorated with gold borders. Germany 


supplies these. 
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Bowls with covers, about 17 centimetres in diameter, white or 
decorated in red or blue. These also come from Germany. 

English-pattern plates, about 23 centimetres in diameter, very 
deep, and ornamented with bright colours. The United Kingdom, 
Germany, and Belgium supply these. 

English bowls, very heavy and of various colours and dimen- 
sions. Thesecome from the United Kingdom. 

There is a considerable demand among the. natives for all the 
above-named articles. There are no models noted as being 
specially in demand among the Europeans; preference is generally 
given to those most reasonable in price. 

The large increase in exports from Germany, the value of which 
amounted to £E23,500 in 1905, as compared with £E14,600 in 
1900, is said to be due to the pains taken by German manufac- 
turers to meet the demands made by their clients.

British imports, 
which receded from 3,700 tons in 1901 to 2,900 tons in 1904, 
rose in 1905 to 3,470 tons. Dr. Schwabach adds “ the demand 
for this class of machinery is bound to increase in the near future, 
and British manufacturers would do well to pay increased attention 
to this field of enterprise.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,544.)

According to the ‘‘ Bulletin” of the French Chamber of Commerce 
at Madrid, Spanish agriculturists are beginning 
Chemical = ‘to appreciate d more the value of chemi 
Fertilisers. ppreciate more and more the value of chemi- 
cal fertilisers; the home manufacture of these 
is therefore on the increase. A chemical factory, under Belgian 
management, is being established at Torrelavega (Santander), and 
the “ Cantabrica” factory at Bilbao is about to increase its output. 
However, the few chemical factories scattered about the country 
are by no means equal to the demand, and chemical fertilisers have 
to be largely imported. 





BULGARIA. 


The Austro-Hungarian Consul at Rustchuk reports a good business 
in cotton velvet and fustian, as these stuffs, by 

Cotton Goods. reason of their lightness, are in an advantageous 

position under the new Customs tariff by 
weight. The principal articles of import into this town are rough 
bleached cotton cloths, grey shirtings of British origin 75 to 
120 cm. wide, grey drills of British and Dutch origin 65 to 
100 cm. wide, grey cabots of British and Italian origin 75 to 85 cm. 
wide, and bleached madapolams of British and French origin 
250 cm. wide. Later in 1905, Germany was sending good value in 
cotton linings 120 cm. wide; England, plain black velvet 46 to 
47 cm. wide. In Oxfords, the Italians were competing with cheap 
new designs 78 cm. wide, at 33 to 35 centimes per metre c.i.f.. 
Galatz. 

The Austro-Hungarian Consul at Varna reports a largely 
increasing demand there for cotton blankets, a trade in which the 
Russians participate largely on account of the beautiful designs of 
the articles they send and their similarity to woollen blankets. 
The favourite sizes are 1°50 by 1:80 and 2 by 2°50 metres. Italy 
provides the cheaper qualities.

ae SARsee. tions, still local merchants seem to be desirous 
of doing business with the United Kingdom, and to be generally 
impressed with the reputed superiority of British articles. 

The following are the articles which Captain Townshend thinks 
might be introduced (see p. 105 as to articles for which no sale 
exists) :-— 

Hardware of all kinds, and especially iron bedsteads, stoves and 
cutlery. The two former articles of British mannfacture are 
already on sale, and the merchant who imports them seems to do a 
brisk business. Razors are much in demand, and those now available 
(chiefly of German make) do not seem to give satisfaction. Pins 
and needles might be introduced. Enamelled kitchen articles 
could be sold; most of those now on sale come from Austria- 
Hungary. 

Agricultural implements, including ploughs, threshing and 
other machines are required; machines should be driven by steam 
or petroleum, and not by any highly explosive oil or with electric 
ignition. 

The cheaper kinds of British soap have already a large sale at 
Adrianople, and cheap soap is also made locally, but there seems 
to be an opportunity for scented and toilet soaps to compete with 
those of French manufacture. 

Leather might be sold. Captain Townshend has already been 
asked for and has supplied the names of various local leather 
merchants. 


Captain Townshend suggests that it would be quite worth the

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while of British firms to send representatives to Adrianople to 
enquire into matters and to appoint local agents. French, Belgian, 
German, Austro-Hungarian and Italian commercial travellers are 
to be seen frequently.

the Colonies, Whitehall Gardens, London, 8.W., be furnished with 
a printed form, which should accompany the exhibits when 
despatching same to the steamship companies. In applying for 
these forms the nature of the proposed exhibit and the number of 
packages should be clearly stated; also information given as to 
whether it is proposed to ship from Liverpool or Hamburg. This 
application will be recorded as an entry, and space will be duly 
reserved. 

It may again be noted, with reference to this section, that there 
are at present no draught animals working in the country, and 
that it will be premature to forward exhibits other than simple 
hand machines or implements. Experiments are, however, being 
now conducted with regard to bullock transport, and exhibits of 
light carts suitable for one or two oxen (not more) would probably 
lead to business in the future. 

There might also be an opening for exhibits of light motor 
wagons or any simple form of mechanical transport. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul at Baltimore (Mr. G. Fraser), in his recent report 
Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,551.), states 
cod mea ve a monbihated exhibition is ale to 
asec mth be held at Jamestown, Virginia, in May, 1907, 
rad iP to celebrate the three hundredth anniversary of 
(yageaey. the first permanent English settlement in the 
United States. The matter, says Mr. Fraser, would seem to have 
every appearance of a great success, and the president of the exhi- 
bition has been to Europe to enlist the co-operation of the various 
Governments. In many of the States commissioners have been 
appointed to the exhibition, and large sums have been appropriated, 
Maryland setting apart between 20,000/. and 30,0001. 
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Adrianople—H.M. Consul at Adrianople (Captain A. F. 
Townshend), in his recent report, recommends traders to take into 
consideration the fact that there is little money in the country, 
and that people cannot afford to buy anything but the cheapest 
articles, even when they know that it would be more economical 
in the eud to buy those of a better quality. 

Captain ‘l'ownshend says—“ Before referring to such articles as 
may find a good opening here [see p. 102 of this issue], I would 
point to some articles which have not the least chance of a sale, 
though I receive a certain number of letters and catalogues from 
firms interested in them. I refer to requisites for games of all 
kinds, such as cricket, tennis, golf, football, &c., also to whisky 
and wines, electrical appliances of every kind, and fire-arms. 

“There are no English people resident here, and no one ever 
thinks of playing English games, or even knows what they are. 
For the same reason whisky is unknown, and people will not buy 
expensive foreign wines when excellent wine, both red and white, 
is made locally and costs practically nothing. Electrical appli- 
ances, fire-arms, powder, and all explosive substances are pro- 
hibited.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,545.) 


Morocco.— With regard to the proportionate shares of the dif- 
ferent countries in the trade of Morocco, H.M. Consul at Tangier 
(Mr. H. E. White, C.M.G.) reports that the United Kingdom and 
France, who between them hold nearly three-quarters of the whole 
trade, were naturally the greatest sufferers through the recent 
depression of trade, whilst German trade, which has lately been 
vigorously pushed, shows a slight increase in its ratio to the total 
trade. ‘This is in some measure due, in the case of imports, to 
the greater readiness of German firms to give liberal credit to 
natives, whereas merchants of other countries, who have had 
greater experience of this market, are more careful in this respect. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,547.)

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MEERSCHAUM INDUSTRY OF ESKISCHEHIR, 
ASIA MINOR. 


The following particulars of the meerschaum industry of the 
district of Eskischehir, which, it is stated, supplies the whole of the 
meerschaum consumed throughout the world, are taken from the 
‘“ Bulletin Commercial ” (Brussels) :— 

The chief sources of meerschaum production are found within 
six hours’ journey from Eskischebir, the Sepedschi, Saricu, 
Odhscak Konigli, and Jarmalar mines giving the best yield; but 
there are still nearly 2,000 points where meerschaum is extracted 
from the sea. ‘Ihe industry gives employment to about 4,000 
persons, mainly Kurds and Persians. 

The methods of working are primitive, and no attempt is 
made to secure immunity from accidents, although these occur 
from time to time. Batches of from three to fifteen workmen are 
set to sink a well about one metre in diameter, and no propping 
up is effected until they strike—at a depth of 20, 40, or even 60 
metres—a bed of the red clay in which is found meerschaum 
mixed with serpentine, in pieces ranging from the size of a hazel 
nut to that of an apple. The extraction of these pieces is often 
attended with great difficulties, but work is carried on day and 
night. 

ll a week retail traders from Eskischehir visit the mines 
in order to purchase the raw material. This is brought into 
the town and passed through three cleansing operations; the clay 
adhering to it is then carefully removed, and the irregular pieces 
are rounded. ‘The meerschaum is next examined by the wholesale 
merchants who have to possess considerable experience in order to 
distinguish the various qualities of the pieces, to calculate the 
number of these to a case (the product being sold by cases or 
boxes, not by weight), and to estimate their value. 

When purchased by the wholesale merchants, the meerschaum 
is humid, heavy, and of a yellowish tinge. It has, therefore, to be 
dried, either in the sun or in a kiln, according to the season of 
the year; this causes two-thirds to waste away, but turns it a 
snow-white colour. It is afterwards rubbed with hot water and 
sand, and finally polished with wax. 

The meerschaum is then ready to be placed on the market, the 
pieces being sorted into four classes, according to quality and 
size, viz. :—-Svia-Maly, Birimbirlik, Pembeli, and Dockme. Each 
of these classes is in turn divided into eleven categories. When 
sorted, the pieces are wrapped in cotton wool and packed in boxes 
of different sizes, containing from 32 to 40 pieces of the first, or 
75 to 90 pieces of the second, quality ; 100 to 200 pieces of the third 
quality fill a large box, which would contain from 200 to 400 
pieces of the fourth quality.

the following charges :—

Permanence, cleaning, lighting, and health, at 0°05 dol. gold 
per each 10 tons or fraction, per day. 

Wharfage at 0°10 dol. gold per each 10 tons or fraction, per 
day. 

Mr. Mallet calculates that, on a steamer of 2,490 tons register 
with 10 days permanence in port, 747 dols. gold would have to be 
paid, as compared with 135°45 dols. under the old Tariff, being a 
difference (at 5°04 dols. gold per £ sterling) of about 1210. 

Besides the above tariff to be paid by shipping, wheat, linseed, 
and maize, whether shipped from the company’s premises or from 
those of private persons, will have to pay in accordance with the

NORWAY: 
The following report on mining in Norway. in 1905, has been 
Report on received from H.M. Minister at Christiania (Sir 
Mining in 1905 A. Herbert, K.C.V.O) :— : 

’  Copper.—The output of the Sulitjelma mine 
rose in 1905 to about 87,000 tons. A new smelting furnace, 
invented by the manager, is stated to reduce the expense of smelt- 
ing to one-half or even one-third of the former cost. The system 
will also be used in the Alten copper works in Finmarken. The 
Bosmo mine in Nordland produced the same quantity as in former 
years, about 25,000 tons pyrites. The Réros copper works have 
been worked under somewhat more favourable conditions than of 
late; about 30,000 tons were produced. , Of other and more 
important copper mines, the Kjéli, Killingdal and Mandfield may 
be mentioned, the last-named being expected to produce before 
long about 60,000 tons annually. It is stated that there are very 
extensive deposits at Réstvangen that are at present not available 
on account of difficulties of transport. The exportation of pyrites 
from Norway has increased considerably within the last year or 
two, and the Norwegian cellulose factories now also absorb a large 
amount. 

Silver.—The output of the Kongsberg silver mines (16,640 Ibs.) 
during the past financial year was rather less than in the pre- 
ceding year, but the price of silver was higher. 

Iron.—Of iron ore, 44,000 tons were exported from the Fehn 
mines, 14,000 tons from Melé and smaller amounts from other 
mines. Ifthe Dunderland works prove to be remunerative, a large 
number of other mines containing similar ore may be expected to 
be opened up. In South Varanger, work on a large scale is to be 
started before long. | 

Molybdenite——The Knaben Molybdenite mine produced in 1905 
about 29 tons of high class ore. REE 

Calcium Carbide—Calcium carbide is manufactured at Hafslund, 
Borregaard, Notodden and Meraker; the exports rose from 5,258 
tons in 1904 to nearly 9,000 tons in 1905. 


H.M. Minister adds that at a lecture recently delivered in 
Christiania, the utilisation of electrical power for developing the 
natural wealth of the country was discussed, One and a quarter 
million horsepower was mentioned as a minimum amount of power 
available if the water-ways were properly regulated. The use of this 
power for the production of calcium carbide and aluminium, and 
for the extraction of iron, copper and other metals from the ore, 
was recommended. At the close of the lecture a discussion was 
raised concerning the desirability of permitting foreigners to 
acquire land or waterfalls in Norway ; contradictory opinions were 
expressed, and it was proposed that long leases to foreigners would 
be more advantageous to Norwegian interests than the absolute 
sale of such properties.

FRANCE—-NEW CALEDONIA. 


According to the report of H.M. Consul at Noumea (Mr. A. G. 
Brophy), the quantities of nickel, chrome, and 


Ni crge of cobalt exported from New Caledonia in 1905, 
peer Jew ® as compared with the average of the six pre- 


ceding years, were as follows :—Nickel, 125,289 
tons (106,903 tons); chrome, 51,374 tons (19,079 tons) ; cobalt, 
7.919 tons (5,602 tons). 

Mr. Brophy says :—-“ Nearly 27,000 tons more of nickel ore were 
shipped than in 1904, mostly one. Thio and the Eastern ports, the 
mines on the west coast at Nepoui and Voh having been shut down 
since my last report (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,431). 

‘The spot price ruled about 1/. 9s. 6d. per ton for ore containing 
about 7 per cent. nickel, but there are indications that it will be 
difficult in the future to maintain shipments of so high a grade, and 
therefore its reduction to about an average of 6 per cent. for 
cargoes may be expected. 

“The 51,000 tons of chrome ore exported desing 1905 forms a 
record for New Caledonia, and amounts to about three-fourths of 
the world’s present annual consumption of this mineral. Of this 
quantity (51,000 tons) 46,000 tons were furnished by the Tiebaghi 
mine alone at the north-west end of the island. These deposits, 
mostly alluvial, are easily worked and are very rich, averaging 
about 55 per cent. without any preparation in the way of crushing, 
washing, &c., expensive processes which have to be adopted if the 
quality of the ore is naturally under 50 per cent., the minimum 
marketable grade.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,548.)

BOLIVIA, 


The following particulars respecting the textile trade of Bolivia 
are taken from the ‘“ Nachrichten fiir Handel ” 

Textile Trade. (Berlin) :— 

Cotton goods form one of the most im- 
portant items in Bolivian import trade, “ tocuyos ” or grey domes- 
tics being prominent amongst them. Peru, the United Kingdom 
and the United States are strong competitors, an American firm, 
who have a branch in London and a buyer in Germany, sending 
for the most part “tocuyos,” white drill, flannels, prints, and 
white cloths. Included also are sundry kinds of grey domestics, 
grey, white, and blue drill, and white shirting. 

The “tocuyos” serve not merely as underclothing for many 
Indians and for the larger portion of the population, but also in the 
warmer districts as the entire clothing of the Indian. The better 
classes wear white cloth or shirting instead of “tocuyos.” The 
Indians inhabiting the high plateau in the west of Bolivia wear all 
wool, mostly native lama wool, whilst the “ Cholos” (half-breeds) 
wear European cotton hosiery and woollen cashmeres, either 
imported or native, as well as “ tocuyos.” 

The ‘“ Cholos” are also the principal consumers of calicoes, and 
prefer glaring, parti-coloured stuffs. Germany, England and 
France rule the market for women’s dress materials, but imports 
from the last-named country are declining, in spite of the 
Bolivians’ fondness for Paris modes. Cotton flannels were formerly 
an important import from Germany, but the United Kingdom have 
now ousted them by imitating the German patterns at a cheaper 
price. Germany, however, does not intend to let any opportunity 
slip for recovering her former position. Italy is now competing 
in this class of goods, as also she is in cotton hosiery. ‘Trade in 
the latter is not so important in Bolivia as in other parts of 
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Yarns and Textiles. 





South America, as the Indians prefer either the warm woollen 
stuffs or the “ tocuyos.” 

As regards the trade in shawls and wrappers, Berlin leads in the 
better qualities. In table-cloths Italy is beginning to compete in 
cheap cotton qualities—to the detriment of the linen article.

H.M. Consul at Ichang (Mr. H. H. Fox) has forwarded two 
iitiniaaa samples of a cotton cloth which is now being 

Pree Cloth manufactured in Ichang, and furnishes the 
iit of following particulars respecting the same :— 

Icha * The factory, established some months ago, by 
— some of the local gentry, has 50 wooden hand 
looms (of Japanese make), 30 of which are in constant use. A 
Japanese has recently been engaged as manager, and machinery 
for working two new looms by steam power is now being set up. 
This cloth, woven from native yarn (steam factory product) is made 
in two patterns, one usually dyed black after leaving the factory : 
width, 15 and 14 inches ; lengths vary; plain white sold locally 
at 12d. per yard, black at 2d. per yard. 

“s The new cloth is in great demand locally as a clothing 
material, being of better quality than the native cloth woven in 
the Shasi district. I enclose a sample of this cloth for purposes 
of comparison. The quantity sent up river is at present incon- 
siderable, but as the output increases, I have no doubt an attempt 
will be made to compete with the Shasi cloth in the markets of 
Ssuchuan. 

“T think this modest enterprise is interesting and worthy of the 
attention of British manufacturers as being an instance of what is 
doubtless going on all over China at the present time, viz., the 
introduction of Japanese machinery and skilled methods in the 
manufacture of cotton piece goods.”

GUATEMALA. 
H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Guatemala (Mr. H. A. R. Hervey) 
Sample of Weevil- has forwarded a sample of cotton grown in the 
coaiiahie Cotton Retalhuleu district of Western Guatemala, said to 
be possessed of special weevil-resisting character- 
istics. This cotton, which is called ‘‘ Pachon,” is a short season 
cotton, productive, and ripening very early, with a fibre of good 
length and texture; the rapid ripening is a feature which tends to 
leave the weevil without opportunity to breed during a large 
portion of the year. Experiments have already been “made at 
Lanham (Maryland), and further experiments are to be made, 
Mr, 0. F. Cook, Bionomist in charge of investigations in the 
agricultural economy of tropical and sub-tropical plants, having 
recently cabled for an additional supply of seed. 
The sample referred to may be seen at the Commercial Intelli- 
gence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 





ARGENTINA. 

The “ Bulletin” of the French Chamber of Commerce at Buenos 
Ayres states that an official report has recently 
been issued on mulberry cultivation in Argen- 
tina. From this it appears there are now about 
300,000 mulberry plants in the province of Tucuman, 200,000 in 
Santa Fé, 350,000 in Cordoba, and more than 50,000 in Salta 
Jujuy and Santiago del Estero. The climate of Tucuman appears 
to be the best adapted for mulberry cultivation and silkworm 
rearing.

A report published in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Labour Gazette”* of 
State of the the 16th April, based on 8,076 returns, viz..

March, 1906. : 

‘ pondents, and 48 from other sources, states 
that during March employment continued to show some improve- 
ment in most industries. It was good in ‘the mining, metal, 
engineering, shipbuilding and textile trades. ‘There was a general 
seasonal improvement in the building trades, and the woodworking 
and furnishing trades also showed an advance. In the tinplate 
trade there was some decline. Rates of wages again increased, on 
the whovle, especially in the metal group of trades. 

As compared with a year ago, there was a considerable improve- 
ment in coal mining, the metal, engineering and shipbuilding 
trades (excluding tinplate), the textile trades, and the boot and 
shoe industry. The building trades showed little change. 

In the 271 Trade Unions, with an aggregate membership of 
585,376 making returns, 22,465 (or 3°8 per cent.) were reported as 
unemployed at the end of March, 1906, as compared with 4°4 per 
cents at the end of February, 1906, and 5°6 per cent. at the end of 
March, 1905. 


The number of bales of cotton imported into the United Kingdom 
during the week ended the 12th April, 1906, 
Cotton Statistics, was 96,613 (including 344 bales British West 
Indian), and the number imported during the 
fifteen weeks ended the 12th April was 1,530,140 (including

CANADA. 


With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 379 of the 
“ Board of Trade Journal ” for 22nd. February, 
Travellers’ referring to legislation pending in Quebec on 
aiid toe the subject of commercial travellers’ licences, 
a ae ' an Act dealing with this matter has now been 
passed by the Quebec Legislature. This Act, 
which it is understood is now in force, provides that any person 
not residing in Quebec, acting as a commercial traveller by 
soliciting or taking orders for, or selling goods other than intoxi- 
cating liquors, or by advertising or offering such goods for sale, by 
sample, catalogue or price list, for a person, firm or corporation 
having no place of business in Canada, shall first obtain a licence 
therefor from the collector of provincial revenue for the district in | 
which he begins his operations in the province. 

Each such licence shall mention the name of the licensee and 
the name and address of each person, firm or corporation whom or 
which he represents. 

Such licence is granted for six months, and expires on the first 
dav of the month of May, or of November (as the case may be), 
subsequent to its issue. ? 

Such commercial travellers shall be obliged to make and sign a 
solemn declaration before a person authorised to receive affidavits | 
in the province, giving the name and address of the commercial ) 
house they represent, the nature of the business, and whether he 
solicits orders from the wholesale or retail trade, or from both, or 
from the consumer. 

The cost of the semi-annual licence referred to is, in the case of 
travellers dealing with the wholesale trade 50 dollars, in the 
case of those dealing with the retail trade 100 dollars, and in the 
case of those dealing with the consumer 200 dollars. It is pro- 
vided, however, that a commercial traveller taking orders for 
machinery plant, tools and supplies for factories, when such articles 
cannot be procured in the province of Quebec, shall, though deal- 
ing with the consumer, pay only 5\) dollars for a licence.

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page).

TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 











daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 


anadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Cape of Good Hope.—T'he Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the 
direction of the Agent-General. 

The Donioinecak Agent in charge of these offices deals with, and 


supplies free, information on trade subjects connected with the 


Colony, such as commercial products, industries, trade, tariff regu- 
lations, commercial statistics, railway rates, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., &c. 

Queensland.—[or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A Reading Room will also be provided in which maps, 
directories, statutes, Government reports, and other publications 
of the State can be seen. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘l'rade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c.

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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
ist January, 1903. The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. d 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products. 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. ‘These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from10am.to5p.m. Special arrangements may be made for 
the visits of schools and other educational institutions. Informa- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute. 
South Kensington, 8.W. Publications furnishing information 
relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 


73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 
2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 


laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from all sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4. Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘he “ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘“ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the Imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from
